REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A method is claimed 
for forming dies from a wafer by dry etching trenches, connecting the inverted wafer to an 
intermediate substrate with an adhesive foil which has different adhesives on the two sides, 
thinning the wafer to the level of the grooves using dry etching and heating to remove the chips. 
Sasaki et al. show the formation of chips by grooving by sawing the substrate, adhering it to a 
base and then lapping the wafer to separate the chips. Dry etching is not used. Herden et al. show 
the formation of chip stacks by attaching the chips to a substrate with an adhesive foil where the 
foil can be removed by heating but do not show a thinning process. Boggs et al. show the 
formation of a strain sensor by removing the substrate using reactive ion etching but the 
remaining structure is not a semiconductor chip. Thus the claimed method is not shown in the 
prior art.
